Abnlitaoi  of  Saanirh  If  firfi.s  Makes  for  Progress 

of  boundaries,  to  make  Saanich  a corpora- 
tion conforming  closer  to  the  concept  of  a 
district  municipality  than  It  ever  can  do 
while  the  rural  areas  are  forced  to  remain  a 
part  of  it.  The  urban  majority  of  the  pres- 
ent council  obviously  is  opfxised  to  secession 
and  has  resorted  to  steps  to  frustrate  it  that 
are  scarcely  commendable.  The  resolution 
to  petition  the  Provincial  Oovemment  for 
repeal  of  the  Saanich  Relief  Act,  which  is 
the  statutory  authority  for  partitioning 
the  municipality,  smacks  of  an  attempt  to 
deprive  a minority  of  its  right  to  redress  of 
grievance. 

A council  elected  mainly  or  wholly  from 
the  inner  wards  Is  never  likely  to  accede  to 
any  shrinking  of  boundaries.  The  only 
fair  way  to  decide  the  secession  issue,  there- 
fore, is  to  let  the  rural  ratepayers  say  by 
plebiscite  what  they  want.  The  intention 
of  the  act  U clear,  and  nothing  should  be 
allowed  to  circumvent  It. 


Action  by  the  Saanich  Council  to  abol- 
ish the  ward  system  is  one  of  the  most 
progressive  moves  made  by  the  munici- 
pality for  many  years.  The  elimination  of 
costly  duplication  and  the  better  utiliza- 
tion of  equipment  that  will  result  from  the 
eonsolldation  is  bound  to  react  to  the  good 
of  the  district  as  a whole.  Elected  at  large, 
the  council  should  be  more  inclined  to  pull 
for  the  municipality  and  less  to  make  the 
council  chamber^  ward  feuding  ground. 

In  these  respects  the  reorganization  is  a 
good  thing;  but  it  falls  far  short  of  ending 
all  Saanich's  internecine  disputes.  In  a 
municipal  district  that  is  part  urban,  part 
rural,  It  is  Inevitable  that  rural  taxpayers 
ahould  feel  themselves  at  a disadvantage  in 
relation  to  those  of  the  urban  areas  who 
by  their  voting  strength  on  election  day 
will  now  be  in  a position  to  pack  the  council.
